‘Adventurism and amorality’ 


Russians blast China 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union Wednesday fired a scathing 
ideological broadside at China's 
mew constitution, accusing Peking 
of adventurism, repression, amoral- 
ity and “rabid ant!-Sovietism.” 


The attack, in “Pravda,” carried 
special significance because it was 
signed by Igor Alexandrov, a pseu- 
donym used to indicate an article 
originating in high places. 

“The regime established in China 
ag the result of the ‘cultural re- 
volution’ assumes new undemocra- 
tie features with the adoption of 
the present constitution,” “Pravda” 
said. The article used particularly 
tough language regarding the pre- 
amble, which calls on the Chinese 


people to prepare for war. 

It accused Peklng of “pushing 
mankind to world war by instigat- 
ing hatred and hostility among 
peoples,” and by an alleged plan 
of world domination that left whole 
nations only “small change.” 

“The striving of the Maoists to 
warm thelr hands from the fire of 
world conflagration exposes the 
adventurism, amorality and inhu- 
manity of the Maoist leadership's 
foreign policy,” “Pravda” said. 

‘Western diplomats sald the 
Kremlin was indicating its fear 
that the constitution created the 
means for anti-Soviet institutions 
founded by party chairman Mao 
Tse-tung to exist long after Mao 
limself is dead.
